WHAT  IS  THE  33°  AND  KCCH 


The  thirty-third  is  a  Degree  conferred  by  the  Supreme 
Council  upon  members  of  the  Rite  in  recogniaion  of  outstand- 
ing service  to  the  Rite,  or,  in  public  life,  to  the  principles 
taught  in  the  Degrees.  At  its  Bi-ennial  session  the  Supreme 
Council  elects  members  of  the  Rite  to  receive  the  Degree^-not 
more  than  one  33°  for  the  first  one  hundred  32°  Masons 
created  in  the  Valley  during  the  preceding  two  years,  and  one 
additional  33°  for  each  additional  two  hundred  created.  These 
33°  Masons  are  Inspectors  General  Honorary  and  honorary 
members  of  the  Supreme  Council  are  chosen  from  them. 

At  its  Bi  ennial  session  certain  Scottish  Rite  Masons  who 
have  had  the  32°  at  least  four  years  and  who  have  rendered 
signal  service  to  Masonry,  are  chosen  to  receive  the  Rank  and 
Decoration  of  Knight  Commander  of  the  Court  of  Honor,  at 
the  ratio  of  one  KCCH  for  every  fifty  32°  Masons  created  in 
the  Valley  during  the  preceding  two  years.  This  is  a  rank 
and  decoration  and  not  a  degree.  The  members  who  hold  it 
are  designated  "KCCH".  A  member  must  be  a  KCCH  for 
at  least  four  years  before  he  can  be  nominated  for  election  to 
receive  the  33°.  The  decoration  is  conferred  in  a  very  im- 
pressive ceremony  of  investiture  usually  in  the  local  Bodies. 

Recommendations  for  the  33°  and  KCCH  and  nominations 
to  the  Supreme  Council  for  election  are  made  exclusively  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector  General  or  Deputy  in  their  re- 
spective jurisdiction,  and  if  petitioned  for  or  asked  for  must 
be  refused.

WHAT  IS  THE  ALMONER? 

The  Almoner's  fund  is  created  and  maintained  by  tne  con- 
tributions of  eacb  member  of  tbe  Rite  and  dispensed  by  tne 
Almoner  of  the  Bodies  who  is  elected  by  his  brethren.  The 
fund  is  used  for  fraternal  assistance  in  helping  the  widow, 
the  orphan,  the  destitute  and  physically  handicapped  of  all 
creeds  and  colors. 

Expenditures  are  not  limited  as  to  the  scope  or  service 
rendered,  it  may  be  fuel,  groceries  or  clothing,  or  it  might 
be  an  artificial  limb,  a  pair  of  glasses  or  a  glass  eye.  Into  the 
homes  of  every  faith  this  fund  has  brought  help  and  comfort 
through  the  generous  support  of  an  unseen  hand  whose  mem- 
bership in  this  Valley  bids  him  respond,  so  that  the  Almoner 
may  be  able  to  help,  whenever,  wherever,  and  in  whatever 
way  he  can. 

The  recipient  is  never  aware  of  the  source  of  aid,  and  all 
of  this  for  a  good  reason.  Scottish  Rite  dimes  and  dollars 
have  for  many  years  been  doing  a  fraternal  charity,  that  the 
world  knows  not  of  in  bringing  at  least  a  ray  of  hope  to 
some  cheerless  but  worthy  soul. 

Maintaining  the  Almoner's  fund  is  a  duty  of  each  member 
of  the  Rite.  The  emphasis  is  on  each,  for  when  attending 
meetings,  no  brother  is  expected  to  leave  without  making  his 
contribution.  If  he  is  present  at  the  meetings,  he  will  hear 
the  injunction  regarding  it,  which  is  in  no  way  embarrassing 
to  him.  If  a  Brother  is  unable  to  attend  the  regular  meet- 
ings, he  should  not  withhold  his  contributions. 

Many  Brethren,  unable  to  attend,  regularly,  have  not  over- 
looked this  important  Masonic  duty.

Council,  will  be  mailed  to  all  32°  Masons  of  this  Jurisdiction 
free. 

The  regular  Stated  Meetings  of  the  Bakersfield  Scottish 
Rite  Bodies  are  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
except  if  it  falls  on  a  recognized  holiday,  at  7:30  p.m.  Din- 
ner served  at  6:30  p.m.  SHARP. 

The  Ring  of  the  Fourteenth  Degree  is  a  plain  flat  band  of 
gold,  not  exceeding  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  width,  and 
having  imposed  thereon  an  engraved  or  enameled  plate  in  the 
form  of  an  equilateral  triangle  and  within  the  triangle  the 
Hebrew  letter  "Yod". 

At  the  October,  1955,  session  of  the  Supreme  Council  a 
resolution  was  adopted  prohibiting  the  placing  of  any  emblem 
or  design  on  the  ring  other  than  what  already  appears  thereon 
as  described  above.  In  other  words  the  dressing  up  of  the 
ring  with  emblems  and  designs  other  than  that  of  the  14th 
degree  is  prohibited  by  statute. 

Please  keep  the  Secretary  informed  of  any  change  of  ad- 
dress.   This  is  very  important.

SCOTTISH  RITE  RINGS 

There  are  two  official  rings  in  the  Scottish  Rite  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction.  The  first  that  of  the  14th  Degree  and 
it  is  a  plain  band  ring,  having  imposed  upon  it  the  equilateral 
triangle  containing  the  Hebrew  letter  YOD,  the  initial  of  the 
Deity  in  Hebrew.  This  ring  is  required  to  be  given  to  each 
14th  Degree  Mason,  without  cost  to  him,  by  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  of  which  he  becomes  a  member. 

The  other  ring  is  the  33rd  Degree  official  ring.  It  consists 
of  three  narrow  rings  joined  together  in  one,  either  plain  or 
having  imposed  upon  it  the  equilateral  triangle  containing  the 
figures  33. 

These  rings  may  be  worn  on  any  finger  of  either  hand  as 
it  suits  the  pleasure  of  the  wearer.  There  is  no  regulation  as 
to  whether  the  apex  of  the  equilateral  triangle  should  point 
toward  the  wearer  or  away  from  him.    It  is  optional  to  him.
